Area Banker

At the regular luncheon 
meeting of the Soroptimists 
May 20 at th« Palms in Tor­ 
rance. Ted Madouras, of the 
Bank of America in the Har­ 
bor area new business exten-' 
sion and estate planning, spoke 
on "Property Rights and Es­ 
tates."

Guests were Dean Sears of 
Bank of America, Torrance, 
and Mrs. Charlotte Rupert of 
Anatole Rabbins Beauty Prep­ 
arations of Los Angeles.

"Trusts are needed as much 
or more by people In moderate 
circumstances as by those of 
great wealth," Madouras in­ 
formed the group, and ex­ 
plained that "every dollar that 
can be saved should be. espe­ 
cially where there are children 
concerned." A Trust means to 
administer a will and the 
speaker pointed out several 
excellent reasons why a Bank 
should be named executor of 
a will, rather than an individ­ 
ual.

"The Bajik prefers a confer­ 
ence before the need is there, 
as more can be accomplished 
and to better advantage than, 
perhaps later, after a relative 
or an Individual becomes dis­ 
couraged and then goes to the 
Bank for help," he continued. 
Many people rely too much on 
joint tenancies and making 
their own wills and feel they 
are doing the right thing by 
leaving what they have, to be 
divided equally to their chil­ 
dren, regardless of their ages, 
Madouras pointed out.
